Conserved Fruit. 


The following fruit conserve will be

terries; cut fine a pound of walnuts 
and n pound of. seeded raisins; cut up 
two oranges; grate the rind and 
Hqueeze the juice from two lemons; 
weigh all; add an equal weight of 
sugar and boll until thick; put into 
Jars and seal. 


Peach and Orange Marmalade. 


For peach apd orange marmalade 


peel enough peaches to make six 
pounds after the pits have been re- 
moved. Crack twenty peach pits and 
remove the kernels. Chop the kernels 
nnd add tiieui to the peaches; add the 
Juice and pulp of four large oranges 
and stir In fa«r pounds of sugar.
